Where clover hay is put into the 
'’ock, it is advisable to open up the 
cocks and permit them to air a short 
time before taking them to tho stack 
or mow'. 
If the hay is put into a stack, the 
stack should be started upon a bot­ 
tom of poles, brush, straw, or old hay. 
Where it is placed directly on the 
ground there is bound to be more or 
less spoiled hay iii the bottom. 
Glo­ 
ver hay does not shed water, and it 
is advisable to top out clover stacks 
with rather green timothy, prairie, or 
slough hay, putting on enough hang­ 
ers to hold the top in place. 
There are a few’ variations in the 
methods of making good clover hay, 
but the real secret, no matter what 
the method, is to cut it at the proper 
time and cure it “in the shade” as 
much as possible, being careful to 
avoid a hasty drying up of the leaves 
and overcuring.

Court rulings, however, held 
that labor was a commodity of com­ 
merce that 
could 
be monopolized 
like anything else, and so came with­ 
in the sco-pe of the anti-trust law. 
For years labor felt the weight of 
this 
measure 
more 
than 
capital. 
There were 
harsh 
punishments for 
constructive contempt. 
There were 
many injunctions forbidding strikers 
the right of assemblage. Labor was 
often convicted and imprisoned with­ 
out a jury trial. The unions naturally 
came to feel 
tJhat 
they had bitter 
grievances, and 
demanded 
that 
in 
Ibis country* as in 
England, human 
labor should be removed 
from the 
restrictions attached to a mere com­ 
modity. 
The new 
law' 
accomplishes this, 
though it gives 
labor 
less than it 
asked. A labor union now' is not by 
its very existence 
a 
conspiracy in 
restraint of trade and more than a 
corporation is. 
Labor, like capital, 
has the right to organize. Men, like 
dollars, may bargain collectively, as 
long as they obey the law’s.

Plowing Up Pasture and Cultivating 
the Soil Is Only Sure Way of 
Destroying the Pest. 


Chinese Peaches. 
Tw'o years ago seedlings of a peach. 
tree, wThich w’as found growing in 
Tibet at an elevation of 8,500 feet, 
were brought to this country. 
It is 
expected that this tree can be trusted 
to bear frouit in New England clear 
lip to the Canadian border. 
If these 
hopes are realized the peach tree will 
have undergone a marvelous trans­ 
formation. 
When first brought to Eu­ 
rope about three centuries before the 
Christian era it would not ripen fruit 
north of the island of Rhodes. 
This 
island is at the extreme southern 
edge of the Aegean sea, and has A 
climate much like that of southern 
California, with less liability to frost. 
Those first peaches were tender as a 
navel orange. 
Tuis Chinese variety 
is hardy as a northern apple. 


Th© wild onion, a very serious pest 
In the pastures of many eastern and 
middle states, can be eradicated only 
by plowing up the pasture and cul­ 
tivating the land. 
Where only a 
few weeds are growing, each clump 
may be uprooted separately. 
The wild onion matures in midsum­ 
mer. At this time it has at its base a 
large soft bulb and several small hard 
ones. The soft bulbs germinate short­ 
ly afterwards, while the hard ones re­ 
main 
dormant 
until 
the 
following 
spring. 
By taking advantage of the habits 
of growth it may be eradicated in cul­ 
tivated fields. 
Plow’ late in autumn 
as deep as possible and next spring 
begin working the soil early with har­ 
row’ and disk. Go over It enough tc 
prevent any new growth from appear­ 
ing. 
Corn, cotton, or similar cultivated 
crops are best because in cultivating 
them the top growth of the onion is 
kept down. 
If the work is well done 
the weeds should be entirely eradi 
cated by the time the corn is laid by.

of competition which flourished more 
easily under the protection of a high 
tariff. 
He declared that

which opponents of the new' hill pre­ 
dicted had not come, and that despite 
the European war there had been suf­ 
ficient time to prove the success of 
the act. 
The trade commission bill and the 
Clayton anti-trust bill were spoken 
of as designed “to make men in a 
small way of business as free to suc­ 
ceed as men in a big way, and to kill 
monopoly in the seed *> He added that 
“monopolies are built up by unfair 
mehods of competition” which would. 
be eliminated by the new legislation. 
“Monopoly is to be cut off at the 
roots,” he declared. 
“If our party were to he called up­ 
on to name the particular joint of 
principle in which it differs from its 
opponents most sharply and in which 
it feels itself most definitely sustained 
by experience,” continued the presi 
dent, “we should no doubt say that 
it was this: That we would have no 
dealings with monopoly, but reject it 
altogether; while our opponents were 
ready to adopt it into the realm of 
the law', and seek merely to regulate 
it and moderate it in its operation, it 
is our purpose to destroy monopoly 
and maintain competition as the only 
effectual instrument of business lib­ 
erty.

St. Louis. Mo., Oct. 19.—Dr. Daniel 
I dally Smith, a physician practicing j 
in Paris, France, who arrived in East 
St. Louis Saturday to visit his broth­ 
er. Dr. W. C. Smith, of 553 North 
Twenty-fourth street, East St. Louis, 
told a reporter few* the Globe-Demo- 
crat how French society women had 
volunteered as nurses when the fash­ 
ionable hotel in which they resided 
was turned into a hospital. 
Dr. Smith has lived in Paris eight 
years. He aided the French in caring 
for their wounded. 
He left France 
for the safety of his wife and '4-yca£< 
old daughter. 
He will 
return, 
lie 
says, as soon as it is safe for his 
family. 
He donated his auto to the 
French Red Cross before leaving. He 
is warm in his praise of the French 
people and their demeanor during the 
present war. 
“What touched me most was the 
patriotism 
of 
the Frenchwomen in 
caring for the wounded,” 
said 
Dr. 
Smit Ii. 
“The Royal hotel, the most 
fashionable hotel at Deauville-Trou- 
ville, the famous 
French 
watering 
place, 
was 
turned into a hospital. 
The social season had just opened 
and the Royal hotel was filled with 
the best and most exclusive element 
of 
France’s 
society. 
The 
women 
cheerfully gave up 
their 
luxurious 
quarters 
and 
volunteered as Red 
Cross nurses. 
It was a terrible experience for all 
of them. 
The cries of the wounded 
brought tears to their eyes and the 
sight of blood sickened and horrified 
many of them. 
But with determina­ 
tion they stood the ordeal and aided 
in washing and dressing the wound­ 
ed. 
“The condition of the wounded sol­ 
diers 
was terrible. 
They 
were 
brought 
to 
Deauville-Trouville 
in 
freight cars. 
The 
badly 
wounded 
had straw for their bedding, others 
had not. 
The train traveled slowly 
the distance of about 300 miles from 
the battle front. 
There were quite a 
number 
of Americans who 
volun­ 
teered for the Red 
Cross 
service 
there. 
“One 
thing 
I 
noted about the 
wounded, that but few received fatal 
wounds. 
A peculiar thing was that 
nearly all of them w*ere wounded in 
the legs. Of the 300 wounded brought 
in the first day I should say that con­ 
siderably less than fifty were ‘wound­ 
ed fatally.’ We found that 
a few’ 
dumdum bullets had been used by the 
Germans, 
but 
most of the wounds 
w’ere from steel-jacketed bullets. 
“The French, although known as 
an impulsive race, showed wonderful 
calm. 
I was in Paris when the Ger­ 
man aeroplane dropped its first bomb 
in the city. There w’as little excite­ 
ment over it. 
The French are in­ 
tensely patriotic and the French sol­ 
dier is brave and fearless. I am afraid 
that we Americans who have never 
lived in France are prone to misjudge 
the French nation.”
